F a irm o n t,W. Va., March 23.— Fifteen 
men arc' known to be 
dead; twenty 
five others are injured and from tw e n ­ 
ty-five to seventy-five are missing as 
th e result of an explosion of gas in the 
shaft of the Century Coal company at 
Century, 
a small m ining 
town fifty 
miles south of hero on the Bellingham 
an d Buchanan branch of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railway. 
T h e explosion took 
place at 4:30 o ’clock p. rn., hut owing 
to the telephone wires being put out 
of commission by the high winds de­ 
tails are lacking and tile nam es of the 
victims, six of whom a r e known to be 
foreigners, are not known. 
T he Centry mine, which is owned 
by Shaw Bros. of Baltimore, Md., is 
one of the largest independent opera­ 
tions in N orthw estern W est Virginia. 
Over 2<>0 men are employed and had 
th e explosion been an hour earlier, the 
loss cf life would have been appalling. 
As it was there were but a few in the 
shaft, tile main body of tho miners 
having quit work for th*''day. 
The 
giant fan was partially wrecked, hut 
was repaired im m ediately and within 
an horn 
after the accident 
Superin­ 
tendent Jam es W ard had a relief gang 
in the m ine . The first trip out brought 
ten 
m en — five dead 
and five 
badly 
bm ned. 
They were found in the main h e a d ­ 
ing near the bottom of the shaft. The 
living could 
.ive 
no details 
saying 
th.at they w eve-on their way to the sur 
face when the explosion took place be­ 
hind them.

T h ' mine, however, is boing 
rapidly freed from th e fumes by the 
fan and the 
work of rescue 
will he 
pushed throughout the night. 
Immediately following the explosion 
th e officials began a house lo h o u s e 
canvass and found that I fin miners had 
com e out previous to the explosion. It 
is believed that th ere are many more 
outside who h a v e - n o t yet 
hoe ii ae 
counted for. 
If this is not true there 
are still seventy-five in the mine with. 
little hope of being rescued alive. 
Relief 
trains hearing 
physicians 
w ere hurried from Phil I ipi and Huchan: 
nan and the doctors immediately took 
c a r e of the wounded in the office build­ 
ing. which 
was transferred 
into a 
te m p o ra ry hospital. 
T he families of th e men gathered 
quickly and the pathetic scenes always 
witnessed at such accidents were en ­ 
acted. 
Several foreign women insist­ 
ed upon going into tho mine and were 
only prevented from hoarding the cage 
by force. 
A telephone m essag e from Phillipi 
sa y s that the last report from Century 
places the num ber of dead at fifteen 
men.

Ft. Petersburg, Al arch 23.—The sy m ­ 
path y of Emperor Nicholas.

head, is breaking down. 
In addition

sources of N ortheastern Siberia, the 
Imperial family owns an immense ex­ 
tent of land which will be bettered 
also. 
The national defense com m it­ 
tee considers the project as essential 
from a strategic 
point of view, 
and. 
m ore important still, there is in the 
h ig h e r government spheres a distinct 
disposition 
to cultivate tile 
United 
Sta te s as Russia’s natural ally in the 
F a r East. 
It is believed that by in­ 
te resting Americans in Siberia the po­ 
litical ties will he strengthened. 
A statem ent to this effect lias been 
submitted by Foreign Minister l.ams- 
dorff to 
the commission 
under the 
presidency of Ziegler von Shaffhausen, 
m inister of w a \s and communications, 
which has been considering the pro­ 
ject. 
Tills statem en t really amounts 
to an important declaration of foreign 
policy, as is evident from the follow­ 
ing e x t r a c t : 
“ Front 
the standpoint of 
general 
policy the project is considered more 
th a n 
desirable. 
T h e investment 
of 
foreign capital, 
and especially 
Am­ 
erican, In an e nte rp rise so important 
for Russia will certainly tend to an 
economic, financial and political Kus 
so-American rapprochement. 
It

foreign 
policy, wnich sensibly suffered by re ­

events. 
By interesting
